After Jagging through early returns 
from rural boxes repeal of prohibi- 
tion in Alabama tonight moved to 
the fore by nearly 7,000 majority. 

The vote from 1,253 out of 2,156 
boxes in the state stood, for modifica- | 
tion, 77,548, and against 70,635.

proximately 175,000 ballots cast 
against a total slightly In excess of 
300,000 in a primary last May. 

In the cities throughout the day the 
voting was fairly brisk but in the 
rural sections, citizens lagged in going 
to the polls.

2. Shall the manufacture, sale and 
distribution of beer (malt liquor),

Two More Cuban Presi- 
dent’s “Right-Hand 
Men” Resign. 


HAVANA, Feb. 26.— () —Two 
more of President Carlos Mendieta’s 
right-hand men quit the cabinet to- 
day, and tonight sources close to the 
government expressed the belief the 
ministry was breaking up among the 
rocks of Cuba’s island-wide  schooi 
strike. 

The two who resigned—Cosme de 
la Torriente, secretary of state, and

bert Hoover? None whatever. They 
are in complete accord. 

Hoover’s statement is undoubtedly 
a bid for the republican presidential 
nomination in 1936. If he gets it, he 
can, under his recent statement, de- 
mand nothing more than a formal dec- 
laration of our return to the gold 
standard and definite assurance that 
the present gold content of the dollar 
will not be changed. 

Senator Connally, of Texas, reply- 
ing to the Hoover statement, says we 
are on a gold basis now, and have 
never left it. I think, the senator is 
right. And I think that Roosevelt 
and Hoover also believe the country is 
on a gold basis and that neither of 
them wants to abandon it. And it is 
exactly this that brings these two men, 
so far apart on every other subject, 
into perfect harmony on the money 
question. 

I have reached this conclusion slow- 
ly and reluctantly, and record it here 
with a feeling of inexpressible disap- 
pointment and sorrow. My only hope 
now is in the people. They must and 
will decide whether they are forever 
to be enslaved by the gold standard, 
or whether they shall be free.

A house committee went to work on 
the sales tax plan Tuesday night with

A’ sub-committee, composed of 
friends of the sales tax, was named 
by Chairman John B. Spivey, of the

A 3 per cent gross retail sales tax 
levy is proposed in one, while the other 
proposes a graduated tax on prices of 
commodities, ranging as high as 6 per 
cent on $1.75 and up. 

In each plan Rivers proposes to allo- 
cate the proceeds to the regents of the 
University of Georgia system and to 
the common schools. One-fourth of the 
total state revenue would go to the
